“went up in smoke.”

Chicago Votes For Ownership. 

In the referendum held at Chicago 
three questions of public policy were 
submitted to the voters. The first 
was, “Shall the city proceed to operate 
street railways?’ Although the vote 
on this stood 111,574 for to 102,184 
against, it was defeated for lack of the 
aecessary- three-fifths of the total vote. 
The second proposition was on the ap- 
proval of the municipal ownership or- 
dinance for the issue of $75,000,000 of 
tertificates. This was carried by a ma- 
jority of 3,800 votes. The third as to 
the general policy of securing munici- 
pal ownership and operation of street 
railways instead of private franchises 
was carried by 3,500 majority. This 
was only for the purpose of testing 
public sentiment and has no legal 
force. The rejection of immediate op- 
eration by the city is regarded as a de- 
xisive defeat for the administration of 
Mayor Dunne. Nevertheless the may-

In a majority of the Michigan city 
elections Democratic or independent 
tickets were elected over the Repub- 
lican, but in Detroit George E. Ellis, 
the Republican candidate for mayor, 
was elected by a plurality of 2,720. 


Ohio Inheritance Tax Repealed. 

The Ohio legislature by a large ma- 
jority passed the bill repealing the in- 
heritance tax law, thus depriving the 
state of am annual revenue amounting 
to $400,500. This, however, is expected 
to be made good by the new liquor tax. 


Cincinnati Grafters Freed. 

The grand jury of Hamilton county, 
O:, has refused to indict county treas- 
urers whose graft of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars from city banks for 
Gepositing public funds was exposed 
by the legislative committee on the 
ground that the legislative resolution 
granted tmmunity to those who should 
testify. The treasurers have already 
paid back o@ag $200,000. 

Forgery of Hearst Petition Charged. 

District Attorney Jerome of New 
York arrested Benjamin H. Goldberger, 
an official of the registrar’s office, on a 
charge of forgery in connection’ with 
the filing of the petition‘of voters which 
resulted in the nomination of.

The _ principal 
points covered by them are to prohibit 
rebating by agents, to prevent falsifica- 
tion of books and records and to limit 
the acquisition of real property by in- 
surance corporations. 

Municipal Ownership In Jersey, 

Five municipal ownership: bills were 
passed by the New Jersey senate. One 
permits any city adopting the pro- 
vision of the act by referendum to own 
its own water or lighting plant. Two 
give specific authority to the cities of 
Paterson and Camden. 

Speaker Cannon Predicts Revision. 

In a letter written to prominent pot- 
tery manufacturers of Ohio Speaker 
Cannon is quoted as saying that, while 
there will be no tariff revision by this 
congress, “it goes without saying that 
the desire for a change which. exists in 
the common mind will drive the Re- 
publicans, if continued in power, to a 
tariff revision.” He says that he does 
not want it, but that it will come in the 
not distant future.

Liquor Seller’s Liability Ruling. 

The Kansas supreme court has ren- 
dered a decision upholding a law which 
makes liquor sellers liable for damages 


resulting from the liquor they sell. As 
a first result, a Kansas widow will get 
$5,000 for which she sued a saloon 


{ keeper whom she holds responsible for 


ber husband’s death, which occurred in 
a drunken brawl. 


Michigan Railroad Tax Valid. 

Especial interest attaches to the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court declaring the so called ad valor- 
em railroad tax law of Michigan to be 
constitutional. The court holds that 
a tax levied on railroads is not neces- 
sarily illegal because’ it hears more 
heavily on that property than upon 
other property in the same state. “It 
decides that in respect to taxation a 
state has the freedom of a sovereign, 
both as to objects and methods. The 
new Michigan law provides for taxa- 
tion at the average rate assessed on 
ether property and is based on the rail- 
roads’ valuation rather than gross re- 
ceipts. Justice Brewer delivered the 
opinion, which was unanimous. 

Rival Insurance Grand Juries, 

Notwithstandjng that District At- 
torney Jerome had asked Justice Dowl- 
ing of.the New York supreme court 
for a special grand jury in May to de- 
vote itself exclusively to "the great 
mass of evidence against the insurance 
companies, a request which was 
promptly granted, Recorder Goff in- 
structed the regular April grand jury 
to go ahead witli the insurance investi- 
gation by calling on the district at- 
torney for evidence pertaining to cam- 
paign contributions by corporations. 


Goff said it was none of the jury’s busi- | 


nes to consider what any subsequent 
jury might do. 
Railroad and Trust Indictments. 


The federal grand jury at New York | 


has found indictments against the New 
York Central railroad and the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company, or the 
sugar trust, for combining to give the 
trusts various kinds of rebates on its 
westbound freight. This is the first 
result of the series of complaints filed 
by W. R. Hearst with the department 
of justice and which include alleged 
illegal transactions with eleven other 
railroads. 

Government Rebate Case Fails.

“GRANT” NIGHT. | 


North Congregational Club Observes It 
at Meeting, Monday, with the 
South Church, 


The members -of the North Congrega- 
tional club and invited guests held a 
most profitable and enjoyable meeting. 
at_the South church, Monday evening, 
when “Grant” night was observed. 

About 50 sat down to a most excellent 
supper prepared by Caterer Rhodes, 
after a social half-hour spent in discuss- 
ing the vital questions of the day. 1 

The usual routine business followed | 
the supper. It was voted to hold the 
next meeting, which will be the annual 
one, with Trinity church in Lawrence, 
in June, and a nominating committee to | 
prepare a list of officers was appointed 
by President Graves as follows: Rev. 
Frederick A. Wilson, Andover, Wilbur E. 
Rowell, Esq., and 8S. C. Parsons, Law- 
rence. ‘I'wo names were proposed for 
membership. 

The general subject for discussion fol- 
lowed, and the parts assigned were as 
follows: “Was it Character alone that 
made. Gen. Grant great?” Matthew 8. 
McCurdy ; “Christianity, a Helpful Fac- 
tor in Patriotism,” Dr. C. O. Day; The 
Patriots’ Example as an Incentive to 
Good Citizenship,” Joseph F. Howe, 

Owing to illness Mr. Howe was unable 
to be present, and through some misun- 
derstanding his paper was not forwarded. 

President. Graves, in a witty speech, 
introduced the first speaker, M. S. Me- 
Curdy, wlio was warmly applauded on 
rising. In reply to the question, ‘ Was 
it Character alone that made Gen, Grant 
great”, he answered with an emphatic 
no. He thought that genius first and 
character second made Grant famous. 
Mere goodness of itself was not great- 
ness, and Grant’s goodness alone would 
not have made him: great. Napoleon 
and Marlborough, Byron and Bacon 
were great, but their. moral standing 
was far removed from goodness. ‘Genius, 
honesty, fidelity to a line of action once 
entered upon, were factors in Grant’s 
greatness. He possessed in a re nark- 
able degree an ability to make men. do 
their work, and in return won the con- 
fidence of those under him. He was 
generous to his subordinates, and mag- 
nanimous to bis foes. This latter phase 
was displayed to a remarkable degrée at 
the surrender of his opponent, General 
Lee. But it .was not-alone from his 
military achievements that he attained 
his greatness, for he was a soldier only a 
short time. His victories of peace were 
as great, for twice he was raised to the 
highest’ position in the land, the presi- 
dency. He was exceedingly devoted to 
his family, and though unsuccessful in 
business he strove to the utmost to meet. 
his obligation faithfully and honestly. 
It was not character alone, but a re- 
markable . genius, tempered by a 
well-rounded christianity, that made 
General Grant great. 

Dr. Day was assigned the second 
division of the program. He was most 
attentively listened to, and his crisp 
logic delighted bis hearers. He said in 
part: — 

“The terms entering into the sugges- 
tive topic, ‘Christianity, a Helpful’ Fact- 
or in Patriotism’, need to be carefully 
defined. Christianity as an institution 
may be part of Patriotism, but as a life 
and spirit may be all of it, the latter 
being a localized form of it. 

“There are unwortby types of Chris- 
tianity also, that may obstruct patriot- 
ism; a too dogmatic, or selfish or eccle- 
siastical, or narrow type. ‘There are 
forms of patriotism, so-called, greedy, 
materialistic, too censorious, too flatter: 
ing, that honest christianity condemns. 
The Christian may rebuke, or revolt 


from, or even flee from his country, 
although in the interest of a nobler 
patriotism. 


“But taken simply and deeply, the 
meaning is clear, and of the truth there 
is no doubt. As a true humane spirit, 
the spirit of sincere, brave, helpful, lov- 
ing men, spread abroad through the 
land, it is the healing and the health of 
it. Even here it may live on different’ 


sensitiveness to the higher ideals. — It 
may be devotion to. justice or enthu- 
siasm for: humanity, or faith that works 
of’ love. As a spirit of’ justice, it will 
fight.. As enthusiasm for humanity it 
may fight, but will be so much engaged 
for all men that it will go on to fight 
fighting, and bring in all noble and ‘pe- 
nign reforms and blessings. As faith, it 
will go higher still and “fight the good 
fight of faith’, seeing in country the 
supreme opportunity to: accomplish 
humane ideals within itself; and to ex- 
tend blessing to the nations, until the 
life of the world shall be a ‘free trade’ 
of mutual benefaction. 

“On all these planes the influence of 
Grant abides. He was 4 great fighter; 
but he fought fighting when he said, 
‘Let us have peace’. ‘The tomb on Riv- 
erside Heights, on which is that insc1ip- 
tion, is surrounded by the noblest insti- 
tutions in the world, of church, univer- 
sity, hospital, home. He was one who

The Southworth Lectures. 


Juage S, E. Baldwin continued his lec- 
tures upon the “Law of the Land in rela- 
tion to Clerical Rights and Duties”, with 
a discussion of the composition of church 
councils. He favored calling neighbor- 
ing churches with spgcial regard to the 
impartiality of ex-parte councils. ‘The 
strict rules of evidence obtaining in 
court are less rigidly observed in coun- 
cils. The simple aim there is to get at 
the facts. 

As illustrating the legal conditions in- 
volved in the uniting of denominations, a 
discussion was given of the ‘“Wee- Free” 
church controversy of 1900 in Scotland; 
and ground was taken against the po- 
sition of. the House of Lords, °and in 
favor of the present commission of Parl- 
iament which is now in process of dis- 
tributing equitably the large property 
of the Free church branch of the United 
Free church. As bearing. upen the pro- 
posed union of the Congregational, 
United Brethren and Methodist Protest- 
ant churches, a history of the United 
Presbyterian churcli of- America »- was 
givens Such union does not destroy the 
historic continuity of the constituent 
bodies. 

The right of a migister to maintain 
order in a public religious meeting was 
aftirmed. Property right im ~ pews 
bought and owned is yalid, but for 
only their usufruct, for the specific 
purposes of worship. . When the char- 
acter of achurch building is necéssarily 
changed the_ rights, in the pews may 
lapse at will ot the Society; but if the 
changes are more of taste than neces- 
sity, an equivajent value in pews should 
be given. Questions of slander and libel 
suggested the difference between them, 
libel being written slander. A minister, 
acting without malice is held free in in- 
itiating, conducting and announcing the 
results of cases of discipline. But it is 
agrave matter to denounce public of- 
ficials from the pulpit; rarely to be 
undertaken, and never unless the facts 
are certain. Rash and unesustained 
words against public officials are crim 
inal, and render the minister liable. 

Since the / minister may as a_ public 
he should 
know the law. A copy of the last 
edition of the general statutes of his 
state is a better and more suggestive 
volume than many books of sermons. 

A natural and frequent source of ben- 
evolent and religious funds is in wills, 
Suggestion, if not unduly urgent, may 
properly be given by a minister, An 
endowment fund, bequeathed to the 
ecclesiastical society, is a benefit toa 
church. It is better that one who.sug- 
gests the terms of a will neither draw 
nor witness it. When a minister is 
called upon to draw a_ will he may 
properly omit all that is obsolete or of 
the nature of verbiage; simply and 
clearly state the testator’s wish, and 
have it properly signed, and witnessed by 
three witnesses, signing in each other’s 
presence,
